In 1S25 the first recorded measure- 


ment of the old elia showed its di- 
mensions ta be as follows: Height, 155 
feet; circumference, 21 feet 8 inches at 
2 feet C inches from the ground, and 
the extreme diameter of the branches 
was 86 feet.

New Trains On Branches. 


Beginning today, the C. H. & I>. put 


two additional passenger trains iu ser- 
vice on the Bo-wling Green & Nona 
Baltimore branch of that, road, which

a century, its original beauty and sym- 
metry hare not been impaired, al- 
though it has at times lost many of its 
brancaes." 


TJhe tree was accurately measured by 


the city en-jlaeer of Boston in 1S53, and 
ft was found that it was consi8erabiy 
larger than in 1S20, its height being 
figured at 
seventy-five feet. 
This 


showed that it was still growilig- Iff its 
extreme old age. 


The first serious damage the tree re- 


ceived wns iu 1832. when the largest of 
its limbs was so rent asnnder that 
three branches rested on the' gronncl, 
but at much -cost and labor they were 
replaced in their former positions and 
held together by iron rods and bolts. 
The great gale in June, 1880, injured 
the tree to such uu extent that its for- 
mer syiatuetry was destroyed, smd at 
this time tbe- cavity in the trunk was 
filled with several loads of material. 
On oue of the branches which were 
torn off at the time 190 rings were 
counted, which indicated the great ajre 
of the tree. 


The opening of the centennial year of 


the republic. JSTGi -found the tree alive, 
but decrepit, and it would probably 
have been decorated on Evacuation 
thiy and the Fourth of July, bnt, as 
stated at the beginning of this article, 
Feb. 15 saw its destruction. 


The old elm fell at 7 :T7 o'clock in the 


evening, its trtmk pointing toward the j 
Park Street church, and the force of 
the fall shattered the trunk, while the 
branches were Scattered in every di- 
rection. The • jaelaucholy news spread 
lUce wildfire through the city, and soou. 
despite the storm, the (alien monarch j 
was surrounded by relic hunters. Arm- 
ed with saws, hatchets awl knives, 
they quickly detached pieces of the 
branches to preserve as souvenirs. Per- 
sons were seen in tlie theaters luden 
with boughs, and it was a common 
sight that -evening to sen laeti ia the 
streets carrying liiabs several feet in 
length aad as large around as a stove- 
pipe. Much of the tree was made into 
v«Ofier. and one honk nt. least nf locjil 
history has on its back cover a large 
veneer from the. tree, bearing on Its 
face a lifelike engraving of the same. 


So passed the old elm, and Boston 


mourned for its passinpr. 


Dr. Jerome V. C. Smith, mayor of 


the city in 1354. showed his interest in 
the old elm by having the tree care- 
fully 
pruned and cleaned, and hq 


caused to be placed around it an orna- 
mental iron fence, octagonal in shape. 
On the entrance gate was attached an 
oval tablet bearing the following in- 
scription:

First Use of Potatoes In Iceland. 
In the garden adjoining his house at 


Youghal, .Raleigh planted tlie first po- 
tatoes ever grown in Ireland. The veg- 
etable was brought to him from the 
little colony which he- eadsavered to 
establish in: Virginia, The colonists 
started in April. 15S-5, and Thomas 
Harriot, one of their uumber, wrote n 
description of the country in 1587. He 
describes "a root •which must have 
been the potato: 


"Opeuauk are a kind of roots of 


round form, soiae of the blgucsse of 
walnuts, some farre greater, which are 
found in moist & aia.rish grounds grow- 
in;? many together one by another iu 
ropes, as though they were fastened 
•with a string. Being boiled they are 


The Spaniards first brought potatoes 


to Europe, but itaieigh was undoubted- 
ly the first to introduce the plant into 
Ireland.
